Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-26 allowed are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: With respect 
to independent claims, 1, 17, 19, 21, the prior art of record does not disclose nor teach 
a wafer-holding pin comprising a distal portion adapted to hold a wafer exposed to an 
oxygen ion beam, wherein the distal portion of the pin comprises a thermosetting resin 
material suitable for use in a vacuum environment operating at a temperature of about 
250 C to about 650 C and able to withstand the oxygen ion beam without substantial 
oxidation , and a proximal portion being adapted to couple with a wafer holding 
assembly. Since this aspect is not disclose nor taught in the prior art, independent 
claims 1, 17, 19, and 21, and dependent claims 2-16,18,20,22-26 which also 
incorporate this aspect are deemed allowable over the prior art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion

Both the Smick et al reference and the Cordts III et al references are considered

pertinent to the applicants' disclosure due to their teaching on a wafer holding pin. 
However, none the fore mentioned patents/US pubs teach nor disclose a wafer-holding 
pin comprising a distal portion comprising a thermosetting resin material suitable for use 
in a vacuum environment operating at a temperature of about 250 C to about 650 C and 
able to withstand the oxygen ion beam without substantial oxidation.
